Buffaloes Invariably Traveled on 


a Zig-Zag Course. 


No person ever saw a herd of buf- 


falo move in a straight line. They al- 
ways took a zig-zag course. The late 
•'Buffalo" Jones explained this as fol- 
lows: "A buffalo Is a very cautious 
animal. His shaggy forehead prevents 
him seeing objects oa either side.

The typical Englishman of serious and informed 


mind believes very profoundly

Many men, such as Mr. Fisher, the presi- 


dent of the English board of education, have been 
ready to express their belief that it is the hope of the 
world. 


There is widespread anxiety ab-mt the economic 


situation. With a great debt to America and the balance 
of trade the wrong way, many Englishmen are very 
grave as they speak of the outcome. In England, with 
a population of more than 40,000,000, there is the pos- 


sibility of producing food for something like 13,000,000. The rest of the 
food must, in the long run, come from exchange for English products 
which other countries desire. And a wrong balance of trade in, this situa- 
tion is a serious matter. 


Some men with a dash of adventure in their estimate of the situation 


take the view that the dangers are overestimated and that England will 
quickly recuperate. 


It is probable that a matter about which little has been said will in- 


fluence the actual outcome. England has had a long and successful experi- 
ence in 'international banking, and before even resourceful Americans 
learn tha psychological trick of it Britain will probably be competing 
with America on more even terms. And this is to the advantage of 
America, 


No business man able to look into the future would want to break 


down England's fundamental economic strength, even if such a thing were 
possible.

All along the Texas-Mexican border, equipment has been completed for the 


disinfection houses erected by the United States department of agriculture 
for the purpose of making sure that no larva or moth of the pink boll worm of 
cotton enters the United States. What is known as the pot method of disin- 
fecting the interior of cars and cleansing the outside was discontinued on 
September 30, and the only fumigation that now is accepted as meeting the 
requirements of the federal horticultural board is fumigation performed by 
the employees of the board in the disinfection houses. 


Charges have been fixed in such a way as to cover the cost of the chem- 


icals and labor required in fumigation. The fee is $5 for a railroad car and 
50 cents for any other kind of vehicle. Charges for fumigation of freight not 
carried in vehicles will be adjusted to cover actual cost.

in's day is now long past for this year, 
and we t,hall hear no more of that 
singular superstition, says the New 
Fork Herald, until nest summer, when 
it will doubtless "bob up serenely," 
only to be discredited again as it has 
invariably been every year since the 
worthy bishop of Winchester was bur- 
ied the second time. For, of course, 
the prophecy has never so much as 
once been fulfilled. It requires every 
day from July 15 to August 24 in every 
year to be either rainy or rainless, 
which is something that never has 
happened in any year.

Short Measure in Canned 


Goods to Have Attention 


of Federa! Authorities 


Federal food Inspectors have been 


Instructed to watch for interstate ship- 
ments of canned foods which have 
been slack-filled; that Is, which con- 
tain too much water and too little 
jgolid food. Officials of the bureau of 
'chemistry, United States department 
of agriculture, who are charged with 
the enforcement of the federal food 
and drugs act, say that action under 
the law will be taken against viola- 
tors. 


The practice of slack-filling food 


cans, in the opinion of the officials, is 
Demoralizing to the trade and unfair 
to the consumer. To put a full can In 
competition with a slack-filled can 
places the honest canner at a disad- 
vantage. The consumer almost Inva- 
riably receives more for his money 
when bujfing a full can than when 
buying a slack-filled can even though 
he pays a higher price for the full can. 
In some Instances, however, when the 
canner sells his slack-filled cans to the 
trade at prices lower than the market 
price for a full can, the consumer is 
charged as much for the slack-filled 
can as for the full can. In such cases 
both the canner and the dealer share 
in unfair profits at the expense of the 
consumer. 


Putting excess liquid in cans adds 


unnecessary expense in canning, stor- 
ing and shipping, since the excess 
liquid requires more cans and in- 
creases freight and storage charges all 
along the line—through the hands of 
the canner, broker, the wholesale and 
the retail grocer. Since this addition- 
al and useless expense is borne inva- 
riably t>y the consumer, it adds its 
part to the high cost of living.

Stoppage of Circulation 


Causes "Pins and Needles" 


After being for a long time in a 


constrained attitude a peculiar numb- 
ness and prickling fs often felt in the 
arm, the leg, or the foot. This is 
caused by some interruption to the 
circulation of the blood and can usual- 
ly be removed by rubbing or exer- 
cise. Physicians say that the reason 
for this sensation, which is decidedly 
uncomfortable, is that pressure for a 
certain length of time deadens the 
sensibility of a nerve. 
When this 


pressure is suddenly removed (as In 
straightening out the leg after sitting 
with it doubled underneath the body) 
sensibility gradually returns to the 
nerves and as each nerve-fiber com- 
posing the trunk regains its normal 
condition of sensibility a prickling 
sensation is felt, and these successive 
pricklings from the successive awak- 
enings of the fibers have not inaptly 
been called "pins and needles." 


Largest Shade Tree in 


Country Is Sycamore; 46 


Feet in Circumference 


The American Forestry Magazine Is 


urging the planting of sycamores for 
shade trees. It shows that they are of 
rapid growth and attain large size. It 
also calls attention to the beauty of 
the tree—a thing which many people 
do not really appreciate. In the in- 
terest of more beautiful cities, it is 
desirable that sycamores be encour- 
aged, the magazine urges. 


The largest shade tree in this coun- 


try is a sycamore in Worthington, Ind. 
It is 46 feet in circumference and 150 
feet in height—the most beautiful 
specimen of a tree to be found at least 
in the middle West. But It isn't the 
only "grand old sycamore" to be 
found; there are thousands and thou- 
sands of them in this country, says the 
Columbus Dispatch. 


The sycamore requires plenty of 


moisture, but moisture Is easily sup- 
plied in a modern city. Besides, the 
tree has a habit of reaching out after 
moisture, its roots extending for long 
distances and going deep into the 
earth.

useful mineral, a fibrous variety of

Bran Gems.—Mix together one cup- 


ful of flour, two cupfuls of bran, two> 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, then, 
arid two tablespoonfuls of shortening, 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, or molas- 
ses, one icsispoonful of salt, one and 
one-half cupfuls of milk and a half 
cupful of chopped raisins. Place in 
greased prera pans 
and" bake in a 


moderately hot oven for twenty mia 
utes. 


Vegetable Chowder.—Take two enp» 


fuls of corn, six medium sized pota- 
toes, one onion, one green pepper and 
two tomatoes, put through the meat 
chopper. Brown one fourth of a cupful 
of sausage, add a tablespoonful of 
flour, then the vegetables, and a tea- 
spoonful of salt, cayenne to taste. Add 
boiling water to barely cover and 
simmer gently for one hour. Add one- 
cupful of milk and simmer until It Is 
absorbed. 


Lemon Apple Pie.—Take two euiy- 


fills of chopped apple, one cupful of 
sugar, the Juice and rind of a lemon,* 
one ejrff well beaten, half a cupful each- 
of water and rolled cracker crumbs 
Bake In a two crust pie In a moderate 
oven.

BREAM'S SLAYER GETS .SIX YEAKS 


Six years in the Texas 
peniten- 


tiary was the sentence meted out to 
John Hoover, murderer of Harry L, 
Hream, Cushtown. by the jitdse in 
the Comanche county. Texas, ronrt 
Thursday after the jury had returned 
the verdict of "guilty of murder in th;< 
second decree". They had deliberat- 
ed but a short time before agreeing 
upon 'die vordict. 
While the fact that 


the slayer of Mr. Bream was out of 
jail on bail caused much indignation 
among his friends and relatives in this 
county,, the announcement of the sen- 
tence was received with linle attempt 
to conceal their disgust. 
A telegram 


announcing tre verdict of the jury 
and the sentence of the judscge was 
received Friday morning by P. .Mark 
Bream. Gettysburg, but no intimation 
was given by the sender, Clarencv 
Bream, of Cashtown. who with Clyde 
Bream, of Gorman. Texas, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Benjamin Fisher, of Shrev?port. 
Louisiana, have been attending the 
trial, whether any further action on 
their part would be taken to have the 
case re-tried and a greater effort made 
to avenge the death of thoir kinsman. 
Hoover attacked Mr. Bream after he 
had been dischargegd when found 
•ifling his employer's trunk. 


Th'3 TeTxas law. which exists in on- 
a few states, says that no man can 


be convicted of first deggree murder 


nless his victim dies within 24 hours. 
\s Mr. Bream lived a few hours longer 
han the Stat-3 sets forth for first de- 
ree murder, the States attorney, ask- 
d only a verdict in the second degree, 
here is no doubt, according to the 
eports received from Texas, but that 
he murder was committed in cold 
blood and the relatives are complete- 
ly at a loss to understand how any 
jury or judge could permit such a 
verdict and sentence to be rendered. 
"A man in Adams county would gegt 
a heavier sentence than six years for 
stealing chickens." said one of the 
murdered man's nearest relatives in 
discussing the verdict, and there is 
little doubt that some 'thieves in Texas 
have received harder sentences than 
the one meted out to Hoover.

Ii was interesting to come to the 


Valencia island ferry and look across 
Bt a little town as neat as some nice 
French coast resort. But Valencia Is- 
land, as we found, is by way of being 
both rich and happy; and even if its 
cable station did not bring unusual 
comforts, the Knight of Kerry is one 
of those landlords who see to it that 
their property, and the tenants there- 
on, are seemly to behold.

The typical Englishman of serious and informed 
mind believes very profoimdiy in Anglo-American 
friendship. Many men, such as Mr. Fisher, the presi- 
dent of the English board of 'education, have been 
ready to express their belief that it is the hope of the 
world. 


There is widespread anxiety about the economic 
situation. With ù. great debt to America and the balance 
of trade the wrong way, many Englishmen are very 
grave as they speak of the outcome. In England, with 
a population of more than 40,000,000, there is the pos- 
eibiliiy of producing food for something like 13,000,000. The rest of the 
food must, in tho long run, come from exchange for English products 
which other coimtries desire. And a wrong balance of trade in this situa- 
tion is a serious matter. 


Some men with a dash of adventure in their estimate of the situation 
take the view that the dangers are overestimated and that England will 
quickly recuperate. 


It is probable that a matter about which little has been said vriil in- 
fluence the actual outcome. England has had a long and successful experi- 
ence in 'international banking, and before even resourceful Americans 
learn thO' psychological trick of it Britain will probably be competing 
with America on more even terms. And this is to the advantage of 
America. 


No business man able to look into the future would want to break 
down England's fundamental economic strength, even if such a thing were 
possible.

All along the Texas-Mexican border, equipment has been completed for the 
disinfection houses erected by the United States department of agiiculture 
for the purpose of making sure that no larva or moth of the pink boll worm of 
cotton enters the United States. What is known as the pot method of disin- 
fecting the Interior of cars and cleansing the outside was discontinued on 
September 30, and the only fumigation that now Is accepted as meeting the 
requirements of tho federal horticultural board Is fumigation performed by 
tho employees of the board in the disinfection houses. 


Charges have been fixed In such a way as to cover the cost of the chem- 
icals and labor required In fumigation. The fee is $5 for a railroad car and 
50 cents for any other kind of vehicle. Charges for fumigation of freight not 
carried In vehicles will be adjusted to cover actual cost.

In a 'wray, before we went ^^over there'^ we realized what American 
sports, pijrticularly baseball, had done for the youth of the United States. 
Today wa appreciate fully that it supplied most of our fighters with the 
physical asset which enabled them to do those things which caused the 
German military machine to gasp in amazement from the outset. 
The 
American army heads and the directors of Y. M. C. A. and other agencies 
which operated for the welfare of the men in the camps here and abroad 
thoroughly appreciated the value of outdoor games, boxing and general 
athletic stunts, and from the moment the men began their military train- 
ing athletics was made a part of the regular routine.

ln's day Is now long past for this year, 
and we shall hear no more of that 
singular superstition, says the New 
York Herald, until next summer, when 
It wiU doubtless '*bob up serenely," 
only to be discredited again as It has 
Invariably been every year since the 
worthy bishop of Winchester was bur- 
led the second time. 
For, of course, 
the prophecy has never so much as 
once been fulfilled. It requires every 
day from July 15 to August 24 In every 
year to be either rainy or rainless, 
which is something that never has 
happened In any year. 


Why 40 days was selected as the 
period of meterologlcal monotony is an 
interesting question, though It is prob- 
able that it was suggested by the 40 
days' downpour In Noah's time. 
At 
any rate. It Is only one of the many 
noteworthy uses that have been made 
of the number 40 in fact and fiction.

to the consumer. To put a full can in 
competition 
with 
a slack-filled 
can 
plnces the honest cnnner at a disad- 
vantage, 
The consumer almost Inva- 
riably receives more for his money 
when buying a full can than when 
buying a slack-filled can even though 
he pays a higher price for the full can. 
In some instances, however, when the 
canner sells his slack-filled cans to the 
trade at prices lower than the market 
price for a full can, the consumer is 
chnrgod as much for tho slack-filled 
can as for the full can. In such cases 
both the canner and the dealer share 
in unfair profits at the expense of the 
consumer. 


Putting excess liquid in cans adds 
unnecessary expense In canning, stor- 
ing and shipping, since the 
excess 
liquid requires 
more 
cnns 
and In- 
creases fi'clght and storage charges all 
along the line—through the hands of 
the canner, broker, the wholesale and 
the retail grocer. 
Since this addition- 
al and useless expense Is borne inva- 
riably by the consumer, It adds its 
part to the high cost of living.

NE would not, of course, de- 
scribe 
the 
Kerry 
roads 
as 
"good." 
There still exist mo- 
torists who visit a district not 
for the sake of rushing through It as 
fast as possible—they do not welcome 
postlvely bad roads, but, given roads 
Whi-ch can be driven over, they are less 
keen on the goodness of the roads than 
the goodness of the views seen there- 
from. 
Such, at all events, was the 
temperament 
of our party, says 
a 
writer in Country Life. Some one had 
said: 
"If you don't 'do' the coast 
route from KlUorglln through Cahlrcl- 
veen and AVatervllle to 
Parknasllla 
you will miss the finest thing In Ire- 
land—perhaps in tiie British Isles;" so 
we turned aside at this tempting pros- 
pect. 
And we did not regret our de- 
tom-. 


Soon after leaving Klllorglln, where 
the Caragh lake lies, still and black 
in its opening In the hills, we began to 
have some foretaste of the glories be- 
fore us. The road mounted Into barren 
wildernesses, and on our right sud- 
denly the vast blue expanse of Dingle 
bay was outspread, a dream in the sun- 
shine. 
Grander and grander grew the 
vistas across that splendid Inlet of the 
Atlantic, wilder acid wilder the ranges 
on our left. At Mountain Stage, where 
there is a little railway station (though 
heaven alone knows what the traffic 
can be), the scenery was as noble as 
onythlng I have witnessed in Great 
Britain, 


A railway accompanies tho road at 
Intervals during this part of the Jour- 
ney ; but it is a very unobtrusive rail- 
way, and appears to boast about a 
couple of trains per diem In each 
direction. Its final objective, of course, 
Is the ferry for Valencia Island. And 
It Is for Valencia that another of our 
companions was bound—tho telegraph 
line. For Valencia is one of the cable 
stations; and those ordinary looking 
wires, nine of them only, which pass 
from pole to pole along the hedge side, 
are throbbing, maybe, with messages 
for New York. A curious thought, in 
this fiplltude! But Kerry Is sophisti- 
cated, in spots as It were. It contains 
three cable stations—the Valencia is- 
land one, the one at Ballinskelllgs, and 
the one at Watervllle. The result Is 
that you suddenly come on 
queer 
cases of civilization: neat rows of vil- 
las, 
spick 
and 
span 
gardens, 
and 
evidences—I will not say of wealth, but 
at any rate of more comfort than Is 
discernible in the thatch-roofed and 
generally poverty-stricken farms, 
A 
cable terminal, you learn with sur- 
prise, employs a hundred or more per- 
sons—skilled persons, too; the kind 
of persons who have to bo paid a sal- 
Hry which sounds like untold wealth 
In this neighborhood, 


Happy Valencia Island. 


It was interesting to come to the 
Valencia island ferry and look across 
at a little town as neat as some nice 
French coast resort. But Valencia Is- 
land. as we found, is by way of being 
both rich and happy; and even If Its 
cable station did not bring unusual 
comforts, the Knight of Kerry Is one 
of those landlords who see to It that 
their property, and the tenants there- 
on, are seemly to behold, 
Valencia 
we all liked; it was, to be candid, 
rather a contrast to the nearby Cahlr- 
civcen—of wJilch a small pupil had 
written (In one of the schools which 
we visited) in her essay; "Cahirelveen 
Is ft town with a Mvaat many houses, 
and most of them are public houses." 


For all that, Cahlrclveen Is very 
characteristic and picturesque. 
Be- 
yond It the road was, alas, 
pretty 
rough; army lorries, we were told, had 
ploughed 
up, and there had been no 
time, as yet, to put It under proper 
repair. An easy pace was not undesir- 
able, all tlie same, for there was plenty 
to look at. On either hand the hedges, 
we saw with delight, were fuchsia— 
a testimony to the climate's softness. 
Everywhere we went in this part of 
Kerry we were astonished at tho vege- 
tation. 
Fuchsias grew astonishingly. 
On Valencia island there Is one colos- 
sal tree of fuchsia, and here also we 
6aw glorious pink geraniums positively 
smothering a cottage wall. Arum lilies 
flourished 
like weeds In the poorest 
gardens. Along the bog sides, and right 
down to the seashore, there were often 
acres of yellow Irises. 


But the bogs, to the eyes of a stranger, 
looked 
bleak, 
one 
must 
confess. 
Every mile of the way beyond Klllorg- 
lln we had not been out of sight of 
those sombre brown scars which mark 
where the apparently exhaustloss pe^t 
Is being cut; and now, between ^ahl^ 
clveen and WatenMlle tliese poat ex- 
cavat'lons were almost contlnutuis. Be- 
hind the bogs rose long. emi»ty hlUs, 
grey with bowlders or tinted hi^re and 
there with the purple of bell heather. 
For some miles now we had hi on out 
of sight of the sea; but, descending 
a slope we came In view of it again« 
and of the Jolly little town of Water- 
vllle, situated so sweetly on BalMns- 
kelligs bay, with tho famous fresh- 
water Lough Currane lying a more 200 
yards or 300 yards inland. Watervllle 
has its terrace of pink villas, housing 
the cable staff; but It also owns a few 
hotels, and at one of these we were 
excellently housed, Irish hotels not be- 
ing all they might bo, one Is glad to 
find a really satisfactory one, 
and 
moderate withal. Some of our party 
who paused to patronize the salmon 
and sea-trout fishing on Louch Cur- 
rane were enthusiastic In their unan- 
imous decision to return and make a 
longer sojourn. The lough, certainly 
is one of tho most beautiful I have 
ever had the fortune to behold. Our car» 
on the good advice of the hotel pro- 
prietor, turned aside and explored the 
valley in which tho lough lies, going 
as far as that dreamy tarn kn»>wn as 
Coppal lake. Fishers who ply tiielr 
craft In such scenery are intb^ed to 
bo envied.
